William  Manchester,  noted 
author  and  journalist,  was  the 
guest  speaker  at  Lasell's  122nd 
Commencement  exercises  on  May 
14.  Manchester,  most  noted, 
perhaps,  for  his  definitive  account 
of  the  assassination  of  John  F. 
Kennedy,  "The  Death  of  a  Presi- 
dent", spoke  to  the  232  degree 
recipients,     their     families     and 

«3nds,  on  America  in  the  1960's 
d  today. 

Theorizing  that  the  student  pro- 
tests of  the  1960's  were  a  reaction 
to  the  coming  of  the  computer  age 


and  its  "human  inventorying", 
Manchester  stated  that  there  is, 
however,  hope  for  America.  He 
predicted  that  "time  in  its  own 
course  will  defeat  the  computer  — 
and  the  ills  visited  upon  us  by  it". 

Charging  that  "social  action  re- 
quires militancy",  Manchester 
urged  the  graduates  to  "be  in- 
dividuals. Part  of  America's  glory 
lies  in  the  fact  that  our  country  in- 
dulges the  indivuals  right  to  be  dif- 
ferent —  and  any  true  liberty  must 
shield  those  who  dare  to  be  dif- 
ferent".
